It is published to show what a firm of en- 
ginecers and manufacturers of international 
repatation has done to advance the art in 
this particalar field; and it is a fact that this 
firm has dene so much that the record of ita 
work is an indispensable part of the history 
of this ari. 


But we do not think that the mere words 
“Hoisting and Conveying’ carry all the 
meaning they ought, even to the engineer. 
We have to go back and refiect that the 


cost of transportation, by rail or water, has 
been so enormously reduced during the past 
half century that the cost of loading and 
unloading had to be reduced also. H seems 
like a simple matter to take a ton of coal 
or ore out of the hold of a vessel and place it 
on a wharf or on board a railway car just 
alongside. It was a simple matter when the 
vessel was a little 100-ton sail-boat. Trans- 
portation cost so much anyway that the ad- 
ditional cost of shoveling by hand out of the 
hold and lifting by a horse whim was no 
great matter. But with a 10,000 ton vessel 
at the wharf ready to deliver a load which 
will make a huge artificial hill whén placed 
on land, the man with a chovel and the 
horse-whim are out of the question. 

To take arother comparison: In the days 
of small ships and hand riveting anything 
was good enough to hoist the plates and 
shapes into place to form a vessel’s hull. 
But in these days when the hull of a modern 
freight steamer, on the ways, towers fifty feet 
in the air, we must have the aid of steam 
and electricity to carry the heavy plates 
from the punching shop to their place in the 
huil. It is commonly supposed that Amer- 
icans do not know much about ship building 
compared with our English cousins; but the 
book tefore us shows Brown electric can- 
tilever ship cranes serving vessels on the 
stocks in Belfast, Ireland, Newcastle, Eng- 
land, and Trieste, Austria. 

There has been a necessary evolution, too, 
in the appliances for grappling material to 
be hoisted. The hand shovel propelled by 
human muscle was all right for loading 
wheel-barrows or dump carts, or even the 
small buckets used when horse-power and 
later steam-power was first applied to hoist- 
ing. It was not long, however, before the 
principle of the grappling dredge or clam- 
shell bucket—used where human _ shovelers 
could not work—was applied to so-called 
automatic shovels for handling coal. Next 
these shovels were so improved that they 
would work not only cn the earily penetrated 
coal, but on the much more intractable 
heaps of iron ore. Then a way was found 
to make a single shovel or scoop fill itself 
in this difficult material, and these are now 
made so large that they will carry as much 
as 150 cu. it. of ore at a time. 

We may not tak2 more space to trace the 
interesting course cf evolution in thie field. 
The book before us will certainly interest 
and be found useful by every engineer prac- 
ticaily concerned with any sort of hoisting 
and conveying work, particularly where ma- 
terials are handled in bulk.
